WCRESA Superintendent Meets with Board 


Dr. Marlene Davis, Superintendent 
of Wayne County Regional Educational 
Service Agency (RESA), recently visited 
the Romulus school board to share 
ideas and strengthen connections. 

Davis — accompanied by her assis- 
tant, Margaret Holcomb, and RESA 
Boardmember Ken Berlinn—told Romu- 
lus Board members that RESAhas com- 
piled information from surveys sent out 
last spring and used that information to 
develop plans that will better help each 
individual district within RESA's purview. 

Davis also talked about her support 
of a$62-million "special education” mill- 
age for the County next summer. She 
explained that costs have risen dra- 
matically, forcing the County to "charge 
back" local districts for specialized pro- 
grams and facilities that are provided to 
students with high-level disabilities. I

Seat-belt Use Up 9% 
To the Editor: 

The Romulus Police Explorers con- 
ducted a pre-enforcement seat-belt sur- 
vey during the late-morning hours of 
October 13, 2001, by posting observers 
at selected intersections in Romulus 
and having them record data regarding 
seat-belt usage for the vehicles passing 
by. The survey results revealed that 
only 72% of the occupants were using 
their seat belts as required by State of 
Michigan law. This percentage is far 
‘ below the State average, which has 
been announced as being in the upper- 
eighty-percentile range. 

Between October 12 and October 
28, the Romulus Police Department 
participated in the enforcement wave of 
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this grant-funded project. Officers tar- 
geted and enforced seat-belt violations 
and speeding violations on several se- 
lected roadways in the City between 7 
a.m. and 7 p.m. The enforcement re- 
sults are listed below: 
¢ 336 enforcement contacts were 
made in the City. 
e 175 occupant-restraint violations 
were issued. 
* 68 speeding violations were issued. 
* 41 other moving violations were 
issued. 
« 12misdemeanor arrests were made. 
¢ 2 felony arrests were made. 
e« 1 QOUIL (operating under the influ- 
ence of liquor) arrest was made. 
During the early afternoon hours of 
November 1, Romulus High School's 
Students Against Drunk Drivers (SADD) 
conducted a post-enforcement survey 
at selected intersections in Romulus. 
The survey results revealed that 81% of 
the occupants were using their seat 
belts as required by the State of Michi- 
gan. This reflected a 9% increase of 
seat-belt usage over the pre-enforce- 
ment survey performed on October 13.

The kindergarten classes at Hale- 
creek Elementary School have adopted 
the Westland branch of the Michigan 
Humane Society as their community 
service project for this school year.

Those Losing Medicare Urged To 
Seek Help from MMAP 

More than 31,000 people — mainly 
in Wayne, Oakland, Macomb, and Ing- 
ham counties — recently lost their Medi- 
care managed care coverage when 
several HMOs stopped offering it (ef- 
fective in 2002) because reimburse- 
ment from the federal government has 
not kept pace with increased costs, 
reports AARP Michigan. All other HMOs 
in the state have stopped accepting 
new enrollment. 

M-Care dropped 8,729 people from 
its Medicare+ Choice program in 
Macomb and Oakland counties, and 


has capped its current enrollment at — 


14,700. 

And Blue Care Network is discon- 
tinuing its Medicare+ Choice program — 
which has 16,940 members in 15 coun- 
ties — after December 31. However, the 
company is developing a Medicare 
complementary product that will allow 
members to purchase a limited drug 
benefit. Initial enrollment will be limited 
to Blue Care's former Medicare+ Choice 
members. 

Inresponse to these developments, 
AARP Michigan is-urging enrollees los- 
ing their Medicare+ Choice health in- 
Surance coverage to seek assistance 
through the Michigan Medicare/Medic- 
aid Assistance Program. 


MMAP can provide individualized 


assistance from helpful persons (as 
opposed to computerized voice-mail 
programs). Counselors are available in 
every area of the state, and offer this no- 
cost service within 24 hours of a call to 
their toll-free number: 800-803-7174. 
It is important to note that enrollees 
losing their Medicare+ Choice cover- 
age are fully protected. All companies 
that write Medicare coverage must ac- 
cept former Medicare+ Choice mem- 
bers, and must offer supplemental cov- 
erage at additional cost to the member. 
Prescription drug coverage may be 
available at additional cost. People af- 
fected by the pullouts can join another 
Medicare HMO (if it accepts new mem- 
bers), or get health benefits through the 
traditional or fee-for-service Medicare. 


Sponsored by Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
“committed to protecting Michigan's environment" 


In order to enroll in another Medi- 
care health plan, the person must be 
entitled to both Medicare Part A (hospi- 
talization) and Part B (medical) cover- 
age, andlivein the managed care plan's 
service area. 

All persons 65 and older are eligible 
for Medicare, but the private managed 
care "+ Choice" programs offered addi- 
tional services such as prescription drug 
coverage in exchange for a patient's 
acceptance of service from the HMO's 
roster of medical practitioners. 

The departure of a Medicare health 
plan from a market may mean signifi- 
cantly higher out-of-pocket health-care 
costs for many beneficiaries who relied 
upon obtaining prescription drug cover- 
age and lower health-care costs be- 
cause of cost-sharing with other plan 
members.

Note that Gear, with the highest vote 
total, will again be the Council Chair- 
man/Mayor Pro Tem. Romak, as the 
Councilperson with the second-most 
votes, is Chairman Pro Tem. 

A total of 4,666 votes were cast. 

Because the Romulus City Charter 
stipulates that the terms of all elected 
officials shall commence at 12:01 p.m. 
on the Monday following their election, 
the City usually holds its inaugural cere- 
mony on that day. However, since No- 
vember 12 was a holiday, elected offi- 
cials were sworn in at City Hall on Fri- 
day, November 9, then took their oaths 
asecondtime before 34th District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks-Green in a 
public inaugural ceremony held at City 
Hall on Tuesday, November 13. 

Before Lambert could be sworn in 
he had to resign his position as presi- 


dent of the Romulus Board of Education 
and also had to take a leave of absence 
from his job as a Romulus police officer. 
(His leave was approved by aresolution 
of the City Council at the November 13 
Council meeting.) 

Now that he has assumed office, 
Mayor Lambert says he Is already pur- 
Suing plans to bring his campaign prom- 
ises to fruition. 

"The campaign is over now, and |'m 
ready to roll up my sleeves and go to 
work,’ he stated. "Top on my priority list 
is the return of aSupermarket. Other key 
issues are bringing retail to town and 
investigating recreation alternatives.”
